The aupremc fallacy In this view Is that 
communlsta, IlKo tiny other tyrannical group 
bent on 'general conquest, never stop wanting 
things. Their appetite Ciin't bo satisfied until 
they have swallowed the globe. 

When Hitler got whnt ho supposedly want- 
ed at Munich— the Qcrman Sudetenland re- 
gion of Czechoslovakia— he "genially an- 
nounced to the world that he had "no further 
territorial ambitions." A lew months later 
his armies marched Into Prague, and soon 
he was knocking at Poland's door. Had ho 
gained Poland without a fight, there would 
havo been some new demand by the nazia 
upon the free world. 

— T^le-technique-o^pleeemea! rbloodleas-con' 
quests was carefUlIy refined by Hitler. He 
tried riot to ask for too much at a tlmo. 
Perhaps only the precipitate haste of his 
time schedule alarmed the democracies to 
the point where they determined to support 
resistance to further aggression 'in 1039." 

Hitler conceived his scheme of bloodless 
Invasion with a cynical calculation. It was his 
belief that If an aggressor did not demand too 
much _at .onco,._concMston...to ,hl5_demBnd_ 
-might-seom-reaaonable- and -) ust _ 

But as each succeeding demand was 
granted- for the same reason — there would, 
he felt, be less and lew point in holding out 
Igaiiuit thB aggressor. The appeaser, having 
yielded so much, could not see the sense of 
turning about and resisting fresh demands. 
Ho would ask himself: "Why stand here, at 
Phase 3, when wo did not stand at Phase 27" 

The men In the Kremlin have studied Hlt- 
- Itr'a methods well; they practlcs them better 
than he did. People who believe these men 
would be satisfied by a single series of con- 
c^sslons don't understand the workings of 
the totalitarian mind. 

Any lull gained by concessions to Stalin 
or Mao would be only temporary — until they 
considered the moment right to iscek new 
advances. Blaclcmallers are not by nature a 
charitable breed; they do not take pity on 
their victims and let them rest. 

One can aympathke with the war weari- 
ness and fear which dictate an appeasing 
mood In some places. But there can be no 
fympathy for. appeasement that is based on 
Ignorance of history. And in the end, if the 
free world Is to save Itself, that mood must 
'everywhere give way to a resolve not to be 
hoodwinked again by ttie tyrants who now 
confront us.

Gov. J. Bracken Lee of tTtah gave 31 other 
governors a bad time during an executive 
meeting in Chicago, called to make plans for 
civilian defense. 

He accused the other chief executives of 
"wasting two hours' time Instead ol cutting 
down on government as usual." 

In arguing that there must be no unessen- 
tial personnel in delense, in order that all 
available manpower will be free for essential 
use, Qovemor Lee laid It on the line as fol- 
lows: 

""You have to cut out government as usual, 
_Waata_as_u8uajLCUid_all such fol-dc-rol._Xhen 
the AmerlCEin people will see a good example 
being set and follow It. 

"There is no other way, I have no right 
AS-j-^vernor-oI-Dtah to ask my people to 
sacrifice until I as governor stop Bovemment 
as usual and waste as usual. It was my opinion 
that a group of governors could get together 
and accomplish this. It looks like I'm wrong, 
rr: !;You-have-torl«!rre«liiticpTh8-aniy-way^ 
do it la to cut out some of the bureaus. You 
...have -to. reduce -ledoral expenditure.".
